Woman of Great Strength Detained 
While Manner of Husband's 
Death Is Probed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, May 19.—“Big’ Mary Biezak, . 
giantess, whose strength is greater ‘than 
that of most men, whose palm measures 
five inches wide, whose sinewy frame, lank, 
wiry and broad shouldered, can bear the 
weight of six small railroad tles--today be- 
gan a Aight for freedom. : 

She sought release from a cell in the 
Thirty-fifth street police station, where she 
is held pending a solution of the mystery 
of the murder of her husband, Stephen 
Biszak, who is supposed to have been 
strangied or beaten to death in the gar- 
ret nvedroom or his home, 471 West. Thirty- 
seven place, and then weiehted with iron 
vipe, carried three blocks away and thrown 
into the Iliinols and Michigan Canal. Whu 
killed Biszak and then carried his body 
to the canal! is the question the police are 
‘trying to solve before Mrs, Bisgak. or 
“Big’’ Mary released. 

“She's an amazon. a woman with the 
strength of two men. an extreme type of 
physical power. Her shoulders are as hard 
as those of an ox. The stories given the 
police of the physical feats performed by 
her tnake a remarkable record. Could she 
carry a man on her back? in my optnion 
po could earry a man for ten miles and 
then not feel fatigued.” Such was the esti- 
mate of Mrs. Biszak given Lieut Gorman 
of the Brighton Park station today. - For 
several days Lieut. Gorman has been try- 
ing to induce ‘Big" Mary to tell all ahe 
knew of her husband's fate. At first the 
woman identified the body found in the 
canal. Later when she had been taken 
the station she repudiated what e had 
said. asserting she had ‘been mistaken and 
that the clothes found on the body were 
not the same as those worn hy. her hus- 
band. In his search for clews Lieut. Gor- 
man ‘dug up’ many instances of ‘Big’ Ma- 
ry’s physical power. The woman is #% 
years old. | 

Here are some details which Lieut. Gor- 
man has spread.on “Big’’ Mary's. record: 

Caught removing railroad ties from the 
tracks of the Alton reliroad several years 
ago, seen carrying as many as rix ties at 
one time;several times artested for the 
offense; once when attacked

FIGHTING ON ROOF OF WORLD 


England, Despite Her Repulse, Deter- 
mined to Punish Oligarchy for 
Its Offenses. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 19.—The British advance 
into Thibet is proving to be a costly ven- 
ture. In blood and treasure the loss al- 
ready has been heavy, and the anti-ex- 
pansionists have taken up the theme and 
ere inveighing against the expedition as 
a project, the history of which is likely 
to be written in red letters in Indian an- 
nals. 

Sir Lepel Griffin, who had been in bis 
@ay one of the most distinguished of Brit- 
igh diplomats in India, once said in a 
buret of confidence that if wars on the 
Indian borders did not naturally arise, they 
would have to be “made.” They are re- 
quired, he contended, to keep the army in 
fighting trim and to provide opportunity 
for mijitary distinction for the chiefs of 
that army, with its resulting showers of 
titles and decorations. 

A few words will explain the motive for 
Col. Younghusband's expedition. Thibet is 
nominally a suzerainty of China, two of 
whose representatives called Ambans re- 
side at I.hassa, the capitel. In 188%, with 
the tacit consent of China, the Indian gov- 
ernment arranged a commercial treaty 
with the Thibetan authorities. The terms 
of this compact not proving satisfactory to 
the people of Calcutta, another arrange- 
ment was desired, and, the Grand Liama 
assenting, representatives of both govern- 
ments met, in the spring of 1893, and per- 
fected another convention. 

Under this arrangement Yatung, a town 
in the Chumbi Valley, on the Indian4Thibet 
frontier, was opened for trade with an of- 
ficial from Calcutta and a Chinese official 
stationed there. By the terms of the treaty 
all articles, except munitions of war, drugs 
and intoxicants, were to pass free of duty 
for tife first five years, and the import of 
tea from China was prohibited for the 
game period. The latter clause was intend- 
ed to protect the Indian market for the 
consumption of Indian and Ceylon tea.

._Affairs moved along amicably until 1902, 
when rumors reached Calcutta and London 
ef Russian intrigues with respect to Thibet. 
wt had been know that two years previ- 
ously the Czar had made advances to the 
Grand Liama, and had sent him presents 
as “the lord and guardian of the Buddhist 
faith,”’ a title generally conceded to the 
Chinese Emperor. It later became known, 
however, that Russia and China had en- 
tered into a secret pact affecting Thibet, 
gome of the stipulations being that in the 
event of any trouble arising in Thibdet, 
Russia, “in order to protect her frontiers,’’ 
should have the right to dispatch troops 
to that country after notifying Chine, °- 

This agreemen, if carried out, would have 
made of Thibet a Russian province, but 
protests by Great Britain resulted in a 
denial being made that such a treaty was 
in existence. The negotiations opened the 
eyes of Britain officials, however, who at 
once decided to checkmate the designs of 
‘the Caar.

In fact, the English representa- 
tives reached Khamba Jong in July of 
last year. This place is about 30 miles 
on the Thibetan side of the frontier. The 
mission remained there until November, 
with no satisfactory developments, and 
the Indian government then decided that 
an advance should be made to Gyangtzse, 
which is about 150 miles from Lhassa. 
The mission was instructed further to 
oceupy the Chumbi valley, a wedge of 
Thibetan territory projecting between 
Bhutan and Sikkim, as a measure of 
military precaution. Col. Younghusband, 
with large reinforcements, started for 
Lhassa in November and crossed the 
Jalep pass on Dec. 15, 1903.
